Drought Sut ferers! 


The Federal Government, observing 
established and bureaucratic yardstick 
regulations, is not yet able to lend disaster 
raid to Georgia farmers who are experi- 
encing losses because of drought. There 1s 
worse suffering in other areas where it 
has not rained in years. 

But, the Georgia disaster is real and 
acute. 

It is being reflected in small towns 
already where merchants, largely depend- 
ent on farmer trade, are suffering. In 
time it will be felt in the larger ones. 


The farmer is the mudsill of our pros- 
perity. 

Since that disaster is real and acute, 
whv do not the states where farmers are 
suffering do something about it? Why 
does not Georgia, for example, one of 
the loudest voices in behalf of states’ 
rights, do something for its suffering peo- 
ple? Are states’ rights merely to be used 
at national conventions or do they have 
any real meaning’ 

Farmers can’t eat states’ rights if they 
are merely political words. 

They can’t feed, clothe or send their 
children to school and pay for it with 
states’ rights. 

The states where there is disaster have 
all called: special sessions of the legisla- 
ture for many petty reasons. Taxes have 
beery raised for meaner reasons than aid 
to farmers. 

Yet all that has been done in ther 
behalf is to “ask Washington for help.” 

We can't go on talking out of both 
sides of our mouth. We can’t damn Wash- 
ington with charges of “interference” 
when it is a regulation or a control, and 
go hollering to Washington for a handout 
when we don't want to spend state money. 

What's wrong with Georgia making an 
honest effort to help her own people—if 
she believes in states’ rights and in her 
own people? 

Something must be done for the 
faimers ruined by drought.

Don’t Put a Leash 


On Traffic Engineer 


Traffic engineering is no exact science. 
It can't be because it involves the ele- 
ment of human behavior. By that very 
fact, planning, in regard to signals, speed 
limits, etc., depends to a degree on trial 
and error. 

That makes disturbing the word from 
the Atlanta City Hall that two aldermen 
seek to fence in Traffic. Engineer Karl 
Bevins when it comes to regulating speed 
and parking on a trial basis. 

Most of the decisions the traffic engi- 
neer makes are after consultation with the 
aldermanic police committee and the traf- 
fic commission. For the most part the 
changes in existing patterns are made 
only after general agreement among those 
groups and the merchants and residents 
in the area involved. 

In some cases, the decision is not that 
of Mr. Bevins at all. Consider that sec- 
tion of Northside Drive, SW, or the West 
By-pass, where the speed limit was re- 
duced recently from 35 miles an hour to 
25 miles an hour. The 25-mile-an-hour 
limit is the legal limit set by ordinance. 
The traffic: engineer insisted that the 
ceiling should be lifted to 35 miles an 
hour. 

The change was made about a vear 
aco. Recently the Police Department not 
only asked but demanded that the lawful 
speed on the section be cut back to 295 
miles an hour. That is whv Northside 
Drive, SW, is now posted 25 miles an hour. 
The police want it that way. 

It is only natural that the average mo- 
torist or merchant thinks he could regu- 
late traffic better than the traffic engi- 
neer. Most of the time, he is wrong. The 
traffic engineer is a specialist. He knows 
angles of the problem that the other fel- 
low doesn't. 

The traffic engineer needs leeway. In 
fact. the national trend is to subject his 
actions to city council review only when 
the volume of complaints so dictates. 

Needlessly restricting the Atlanta traf- 
fic .engineer in the performance of his 
duty would be throwing a roadblock in 
the wav to a sensible handling of the 
city’s traffic problems.

Meanwhile, the first child to. die of 
polio this Vear passed away at Grady Hos- 
pital Monday. He was one of six to be 
admitted to Grady since Saturday with 
the disease. The treatment, care and years 
of rehabilitation ahead for most of them 
will be expensive and much beyond the 
means of the average family’s income, 

Infantile paralysis is an expensive, 
heart-rending disease. 

In responding with funds to the let- 
ters being mailed them, Fulton and De- 
Kalb citizens will be helping to assure 
continuing the all-out battle - against 
polio. They will be helping, too, to speed 
up the conquest of a malady that might 
strike any of their homes at any time.

Air Force Becomes Key 
To Continental Defense Net 


In the Christian Science Monitor 


WASHINGTON 


Defense of the North American continent be- 


comes, as of September, a United States Air Force mission. The 
Air Force, working jointly with Canada, will control and direct all 
air defense activities, including Army and Navy participating forces. 

Gen. Benjamin W. Chidlaw of the Air Force, who will be the 
theater commander, will direct a weapons system in the air, at sea, 
and on the land that will stretch from the rock ridges along the polar 
approaches all the way to the Rio Grande on the Mexican border and 
bevond to the Panama Canal and its Caribbean defenses. 


General Chidlaw’s command will 
centralize a complex weapon. sys- 
tem now slowly being fashioned. 
This includes a tribelt chain of 
radar stations across. northern 
Canada, some 25 wings of all-pur- 
pose jet fighters, installations of 
the Armv’'s missile NIKE ‘designed 
as the final phase in defense for 
American cities), and various 
tvpes of naval vessels guarding 
ocean approaches. 

Slowly the continental defense 
program, which for several years 
has been the cause of prolonged 
contention within the Air Force 
and the government and has been 
sparingly but severely criticized in 
public, is now being organized. 

It would be almost impossible 
to find a responsible official in 
Washington who would not agree 
it is not a moment too soon. 

The purpose of the single com- 
mand program is to provide an 
over-all defense system under a 
single executive authority, in the 
same way that theater commands 
are organized for the United States 
and its allies overseas 

It is a mutual program in which 
Canada provides the buffer terri- 
torv where the radar wafning net- 
works will be established and the 
areas for air bases, while the 
United States provides the bulk of 
the equipment, manpower, and 
money. The Canadian contribution 
to this program, which is very 


substantial, has not been told to 
the American people yet. 

When the. whole program (is es- 
tablished in weapons, in aircraft, 
in radar networks, and in com- 
mand, together with the Canadian 
interlocking forces, the United 
States and Canada will have one of 
the most remarkable svstems that 
anv military foree has ever known. 
The continent will be tied securely 
into an instantaneous communi- 
cations system, both visual and 
oral. 

Much of it will be automatic, 
and most of it will be as_ intri- 
cate and sensitive as the trans- 
continental telephone dialing sys- 
tem which is naw coming into use. 

In the early attempts to awaken 
the nation to the need for an air 
defense program, there was much 
opposition by the Strategic Air 
Command of the Air Force to the 
program now being established. In 
the ensuing vears, the Soviet Union 
has been building a stronger and 
more far-reaching Air Force of its 
own, capable, ‘as President Fisen- 
hower has said, of reaching the 
United States with atomic bombs. 

This has ended SAC's early op- 
position. One of General Chid- 
law's primary duties, perhaps his 
first primary duty, will be to de- 
fend the bomber bases of SAC 
scattered across the North Ameri- 
can continental area from Thule, 
in northern Greeniand, to Texas.

These Hitting Pitchers 


In his day and jime, the sight of Wesley Cheek 
Ferrell approaching The plate with a baseball bat in 
hand terrorized a considerable number of American 
League pitchers. The odd thing about it was, Ferrell 
was a pitcher himself. But a hitting pitcher, like Dick 
Donovan of the Atlanta Crackers. 

It is quite improper, you realize, for a pitcher to be a hitter. 


It suggests treachery. Yet, there is something plumb fascinating 
about a pitcher who hits, especially a pitcher who hits for the 
distance. Like this Donovan, who Mon- 


day evening delivered his 10th home 
run of the season. 


This is phenomenal. This is spec- 
tacular. This is better than Ferrell 
ever was, and Ferrell was a hitting 


fool when he worked for the Cleveland 
Indians and Boston Red Sox. In 1931, 
Ferrel] hit nine home runs for Cleve- 
land. This ig the major league record 
for pitchers. 

He was a_ powerful right-hander 
with the backbone of a draft horse, 
the arm of a lumberjack and the tem- 
per of a concert violinist. Often it was 
said, ‘“‘What a pitcher this guy would 
be if he could control his temper.’’

Birthmarks Attributed 


To Misdirected Cells 


Birthmarks are mis- 
takes of nature and do not result, 
as grandmother believed, from a 
scare or fright during pregnancy. 
The lesions consist of cells that 
originally were destined to be- 
come blood vessels but were mis- 
directed and landed on the skin. 
Their size and shape depend upon 
whether the tissues are from 
capillaries, arteries, or veins and 
this also explains why the color 
varies, 

Most simple birthmarks are 
flush with the skin and blanch 
when stretched. They generally 
appear at birth or shortly there- 
after and range in size from a 
small dot to a widely distributed 


area. The most common is a red 
mark at the nape of the neck. 
The pale and pink marks lighten 
as a rule and disappear by the 
second year. 

The easiest to describe is the 
flat, bluish red blotch that looks 
like a port wine stain on the

Unpredictable is the word 
for this type; some disappear 
spontaneously within five to 
seven years whereas others grow 
so rapidly heroic measures are 
needed to bring them under con- 
trol. 

They may be present at birth 
or make their appearance during 
the. first few weeks of life. The 
involved area often swells when 
the child coughs or cries, It is 
difficult to be dogmatic about 
treatment because each lesion 
presents an individual problem.
